herfelf in the leaſt, either before or atter her Marriage, to 
the Romiſh Church. But in the Year 1704, in the Time of 
Lent, her Huſband being gone a Voyage to Brazil, ſhe fell 
dangerouſly ili, being light-headed, the Pariſh Prieſt came 
into her Houſe, and gave her the Sacrament, as ſhe was told 
afterwards, for ſhe remembred nothing of it. When ſhe was 
recovered and well, they told her that ſhe had turned her 
Religion, and muſt conform to the Romiſh Church, but ſhe 
declared that ſhe never had done it to her Knowledge, nor 
never would; whereupon ſhe was proſecuted by the Biſhop 
of the Iſland, and impriſoned ſeven Months, at the End cf 
which Term ſhe was ſent a Priſoner to the Inquiſition at 
Lisbon, where ſhe arrived December 17, 1705. After two 
Days ſhe was brought aſhore, being conducted by two Fa- 
miliars into the Inquiſition, and was immediately had before 
the Secretary of the Houſe, who took an Account of her 
Effects, which in Plate, Goods and Money, were above 500 J. 
Sterl. Value, all which being regiſtered, two Women were 
appointed to ſearch her, and took from her what Rings and 
other Things df Value were about her ; after which, being 
put to her Oath that that was all. ſhe was worth in the 
World, ſhe was led into her Priſon, which was a very ftrait 
dark Ground Rcom, about five Feet ſquare, and was kept 
in it nine Months and fifteen Days. For the firſt nine Days 
they allowed her nothing but Bread and Water, and a wet 
Straw. Bed to lie upon. On the ninth Day ſhe was brought 
before the Inquiſitors and examined concerning her Religion, 
ſhe told them ſhe was bred a Proteſtant, and would continue 
ſo ; but they replicd, ſhe had conformed herſelf to the Romifþ 


Church by receiving the Sacrament in the Iſland of Madeira, 


and that ſhe muſt either perſiſt in it or burn. After which 
ſhe was ordered back to her Priſcn, and after a Month's 
Time was brought out again, and being queſtioned as before, 
and making the ſame Anſwer, they bound her Hands behind 
her, ſtripped her Back naked, and laſhed her with a Whip of 
| knotted Cords a conſiderable Time, and told her afterwards 


that ſhe muſt kneel down to the Court and give Thanks for 


their merciful Uſage of her, which ſhe politively retus'd to 


do. After fificen Days ſhe was brought forth and examined, 


and a Crucifix being ſet before her, ſhe was commanded to 


bow down to it and worſhip it, which ſhe refuſing to do,

nigh at Hand ; and upon this ſhe was remanded back to her 
Priſon again for thirty Days, and being then brought out, 
a red hot Iron was got ready and brought to her in a 
Chaffing-Diſh df burning Covls, and her Breaſt being laid 
open, the Executioner, with one End of the red hot Iron, 
which was about the Bigneſs of a large Seal, burnt her to 


whether ſhe would profeſs the Ramiſb Religion or burn? 
She replied, ſhe had always been a Proteſtant, and was a 


Subject of the Queen of England, who was able to protect 
her, and ſhe doubted not would do it, were her Condition 


her 
burnt for it: To this they anſwered, that 
her being the Queen of England's Subject ſignified nothing in 
the Dominions of the King of Portugal; that the Engliſh re- 
ing at Lisbon were Hereticks, and would certainly be 
damned; and that it was the Mercy of that Tribunal to en- 
deavour to reſcue her out of the Flames of Hell; but if her 
Reſolution were to burn rather than to profeſs the Romifb 
Religion, they would give her a Trial of it before-hand. Ac- 
cordingly the Officers were ordered to feat her a fixed Chair, 
and bind her Arms and Legs that ſhe could make no Re- 
fiſtance or Motion, and a Phyſician being placed by her to 
dire& the Court how far they might Torture without Hazard 
of Life, her left Foot was made bare, and an Iron Slipper 
red-hot being immediately brought in,. her Foot was faſtened 
into it, which continued on, burning to the Bone, till ſuch 
Time as by Exticmity of Pain ſhe fainted away, and the 
Phyſician declaring her Life was in Danger, they took it off, 
again to her Priſon. On the gth of Auguft 
ſhe was again brought out and whipped after a cruel Manner, 
till her Back was all over torn; and being threatned with 
greater Tortures, and on the other Hand promiſed- 
to at Liberty if ſhe would ſubſcribe ſuch a Paper as they 
ſhfuld give her, tho' ſhe could have undergone Death, yet 
not

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not being able to endure a Life of ſo much Miſery, ſhe con- 


ſented to ſubſcribe as they would have her, and accordingly 
as ſhe was directed, wrote at Bottom of a large Paper, which 
contain'd ſhe knew not what. After which they adviſed her 
to avoid the Company of all Engliſb Hereticks, and not reſtor- 
ing any thing of all the Plate, Goods or Money, ſhe brought 
with her, and engaging her by Oath to keep ſecret all that 
had been done to her, turn'd her out of Doors deſtitute of all 
Relief, but from the Help and Compaſſion of charitable 
Chriſtians. | 

The aboveſaid Elizabeth Vaſconcel'cs did ſolemnly affirm and
